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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  192G. 

Notwithstanding  that  since  the  War  some  two  thousand  additional 
d wellings  in  Brighton  have  been  occupied,  there  are  still  a nuinl)er  of  bad 
cases  of  overcrowding.  These  are  the  more  distressing  wben  a member 
of  the  family  is  suffering  from  open  tuberculosis  and  endangering  the 
lives  of  young  children.  Lhitil  these  dangerous  conditions  ar(*  remedied, 
the  further  building  of  new  houses  must  continue  to  be  undertaken. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  first  area  taken  for  slum  clearance  iias 
now  been  completed,  the  houses  in  and  adjacent  to  Paradise  ^'treet 
and  the  north  side  of  Hereford  Street,  having  been  demolisbed  and  re- 
placed by  20  houses  on  the  site  and  2S  hoirses  in  Xesbit  Hoad.  The 
chief  difficulties  of  schemes  of  reconstruction  are  that  some  of  the 
tenants  whose  average  rental  is  7s.  to  l^s.  a week,  cannot  pay  the  rent 
of  the  new  houses,  from  12s.  (id.  to  los.,  and  other  families  are  really 
unfit  for  new  houses.  Under  present  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to 
arrange  the  necessary  move  round,  it  is  therefore  only  possi)»le  to  deal 
with  our  slum  problem  in  piece-meal  fashion.  When  tlie  new  Hereford 
Street  is  completed,  however,  the  excellence  of  the  work  dojie  will  be 
apparent.  To  facilitate  the  move  rounrl,  the  Gouncil  have  approved 
the  purchase  of  suitable  houses  which  after  reconditioning  will  be  let  to 
tenants  from  the  areas  at  a low  rental,  the  occu})iers  moving  on  to  new 
houses.  As  far  as  I know  this  is  a new  departure  in  slum  clearance. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  year's  work  is  the  establishment  ol 
an  orthopaedic  scheme.  Compared  with  its  importance  the  scheme  has 
been  begun  in  a modest  way  (see  page  19).  It  is  satisfoxtory  to  know 
that  there  will  be  few'er  cripples  in  the  future  and  what  crij.))'>les  there 
are  will  have  the  best  treatment  to  remedy  as  far  as  ijossible  tlieir  dis- 
ablement. 

From  a perusal  of  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  of  the 
deparfment  continues  to  increase  and  that  more  than  ever  before  is  being 
doo.  i to  maintain  our  position  as  the  premier  health  resort.

(6)  Mild  cases  which  can  be  properly  isolated  and  nursed  at  home. 

In  order  that  the  supply  may  be  controlled,  the  following  conditions  are 
observed  : — 

(1)  In  each  case  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  should  be  given 

and  the  distribution  book  be  signed  by  the  doctor  or  his  rep- 
resentative ; 

(2)  As  a routine  no  dose  larger  than  8,000  units  be  given  except  after 

reference  to  the  Health  Medical  Staff  ; 

(3)  No  distribution  be  made  except  for  injection.

Hospital  of  three  patients,  further  members  of  their  families  were  infected  ;

Scarlet  fever 
patients  spent  841  weeks  ; diphtheria  patients  1,750  weeks;  enteric  fever 
patients  79  weeks  ; puerperal  fever  or  jiyrexia  10  weeks  ; cereliro-spinai 
meningitis  5 weeks  ; encephalitis  lethargica  81  weeks  ; measles  7 weeks  ; 
mumps  5 weeks  ; chicken  pox  4 weeks  ; ophthalmia  neonatorum  13  weeks  ; 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  patients,  2,1 12  weeks  ; other  tuberculous  patients, 
849  weeks  ; wa.sting  children  184  weeks  ; patients  suffering  from  other 
diseases,  27  weeks  ; and  patients  kept  in  after  operations  for  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  1 week.

Of  the  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  17  males  and  20  females  were 
affected  before  they  came  to  Brighton.  Imported  cases  : 24‘3  per  cent, 
males;  25  per  cent,  females;  total,  24-7  per  cent. 


Of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  2 males  and  1 female  were  affected 
before  they  came  to  Brighton.  Imported  cases:  3‘6  per  cent,  males  ; 1-6  per 
cent,  females  ; total,  2*5  per  cent. 

Ratio  of  non-notified  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths. — The  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  numbered  120,  of  which' 20  were  not  notified  in 
Brighton  ; four  of  these  died  Outside  of  Brighton.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  31  non-pulmonary  deaths  are  14  and  none.  On  the  w^hole,  notification 
is  satisfactory.

The  home  mirsing  is  made  the  more  valuable  as  the  nurses  employed 
have  from  time  to  time  personal  tuition  from  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  at 
the  Dispensary.  A report  is  received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses 
immediately  after  the  first  visit,  recording  the  patients’  condition  and  also 
giving  particulars  as  to  their  wants,  the  health  of  contacts,  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  home.  Subsequent  reports  are  sent  when  necessary.  For 
these  services  an  annual  grant  of  £300  is  made  by  the  Council  to  the  fund 
of  the  Queen’s  Nurses;  roughly  at  the  rate  of  lid.  per  visit. 

Bedsteads  with  bedding  were  lent  to  enable  several  patients  to  sleep 
alone.  The  number  of  bedsteads  lent  at  one  time  averaged  12. 

Where  necessary  water  beds  have  been  loaned  to  advanced  cases. 

3'wo  bath  chairs,  the  property  of  the  Pensions  Committee,  have  been 
in  use  l)y  various  ex-service  patients  during  the  year. 

In  Brighton  the  conditions  do  not  lend  themselves  to  the  use  of  open- 
air  shfjltfjrs. 

Lectures. — Dr.  Neville  Cox  has  given  two  series  of  lectures  on  tuberculosis 
to  thf^  Queen’s  Nurses. 
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CORRELATION  OF  WORK  WITH  THE  RED  CROSS  SOCIETY. 

Dr.  Neville  Cox  attends  the  meetings  of  the  Sussex  Emergency  Help 
Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  Society,  which  has  given  valuable  assistance  to 
tuberculous  ex-service  men.  Mrs.  Bromley  Davenport  has  also  visited  the 
Sanatorium  to  advise  ex-service  men  in  connection  with  pensions,  assistance 
after  discharge,  etc. 

THE  CLUB  ROOM  FOR  MALE  CONSUMPTIVES. 

The  attendance  has  again  fallen  off  during  the  year,  due  probably  to  the 
smaller  number  of  pensioned  ex-service  men  under  observation.  They  can 
enjoy  the  newspapers  in  the  open-air,  play  cards,  dominoes  or  have  a game 
at  billiards.  Members  of  the  Club  attended  1,150  times  in  1926,  compared 
with  1 .445  in  1925,  on  the  312  days  the  Club  was  open.  It  is  not  open  on 
Sunda\^.  Good  Friday  or  Xmas  Day.  Teas  are  provided  at  the  Club.

Herald  for  gratuitous  copies  received.

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ORTHOPAEDIC  SCHEME. 

Tn  the  following  paragraphs  the  more  important  points  of  an  agreement 
entered  into  with  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital  on  October 
1st,  1929,  are  set  ont. 

1 . The  Hospital  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  and  take  into  the  branch 
of  their  Institution  situate  at  Stanmore,  Middlesex,  patients  suffering  from 
or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  non-puhnonary  tuberculosis  of  bones  or 
joints  or  other  disease  causing  or  likely  to  cause  crippling  or  deformity 
who  may  be  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Institution  by  the  Corporation, 
to  the  number  altogether  of  five  such  patients  at  any  one  time  or  such  other 
number  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto,  and 
sliall  at  the  cost  of  the  Hospital  properly  board,  lodge,  maintain  (including 
the  washing  of  personal  underclothes) , educate  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  time  being  in  force,  and  in  all  respects 
properly  treat,  nurse,  take  care  of,  cause  to  be  medically  attended,  and 
supplied  with  any  requisite  drugs  or  appliances,  except  such  appliances  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  patients  after  discharge  from  the 
Institution,  such  patients  during  so  long  a time  as  the  Corporation  considers 
it  necessary  that  they  shall  be  inmates  of  the  Institution.  Provided  that 
the  Hospital  shall  not  be  required  to  admit  to  the  Institution  under  this 
Agreement,  any  male  patient  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  may  at  any 
time  chscharge  from  the  Institution  any  patient  admitted  under  this 
Agreement. 

2.  The  Corporation  shall  pay  Tw'o  pounds  per  week  per  bed  occupied 
for  patients  under  sixteen  and  Tw^o  pounds  ten  shillings  for  patients  over 
sixteen. 

3.  The  Hospital  shall  (a)  appoint  a duly  qualified  Consulting  Ortho- 
paedic Surgeon  who  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  said  Scheme,  {b)  appoint  a duly 
quahfied  Visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Scheme 
w'ho  shall  pay  monthly  visits  to  the  said  Borough  for  the  purpose  of  seeing 
at  the  Out-patient  Clinic  situate  at  59,  Grand  Parade,  Brighton,  and 
at  the  Borc^jgh  Sanatorium  of  the  Corporation  such  patients  as  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  him  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  time  being  of  the 
Corporation,  and  (c)  recommend  from  time  to  time  as  the  circumstances 
may  require  for  the  approval  of  the  CcM’poration  a duly  qualified  Ortho- 
paedic Nurse  for  the  puiq^oses  of  the  said  Scheme  who  shall  be  in  the  whole- 
time emplo^unent  of  the  Corporation  at  such  salary  and  upon  such  terms  as 
the  Corporation  and  the  person  so  recommended  may  agree.  (Present  salary 
£250  per  aimum.) 

4.  The  Corporation  shall  pay  to  the  Hospital  in  respect  of  each  visit 
of  the  Consulting  and  Visiting  Surgeons  as  aforesaid  the  sum  of  Three  guineas, 
together  with  an  additional  sum  of  Twm  guineas  as  travelling  and  subsistence 
allowance.

MIDWIVES. 

During  1920,  51  niidwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in  the  area.  Of  the 
17  in  private  practice,  4 did  not  practise,  and  2 were  in  practice  for  a short  time  only. 
Of  the  total  47  had  passed  a qvmlifying  examination  and  4 were  in  practice  prior  to  the 
passing  of  the  Act  in  1901  ; of  the  latter,  one  is  illiterate. 

The  ninnber  of  visits  paid  to  midwives  was  56.  To  all  private  midwives  living  and 
practising  in  Brighton  at  least  one  visit  was  paid  quarterly.

During  the  year  £150  was  paid  by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in  by  midwives  on 
89  occasions  and  during  the  same  period  £62  was  recovered  from  patients. 


SUSSEX  ]MATERNITY  AND  WOMEN’S  HOSPITAL. 

The  staff  of  certified  midwives  at  this  Hospital  and  its  branches  number  13.  The 
Council  pays  £60  for  the  salary  of  one  midwife  appointed  at  their  suggestion.  The 
total  number  of  confinements  attended  was  1,106  ; of  this  total  946  belonged  to  Brighton, 
235  being  pruniparae  and  711  being  raultiparae.  Forty  pupils  were  trained  during 
1926,  all  of  whom  obtained  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  A ward 
containing  18  beds  is  set  aside  for  maternity  cases. 

At  the  ante-natal  clinic  1,173  examinations  were  made. 

Under  agreement  104  Brighton  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year;  the 
number  of  in-patients  days  was  1,578.  The  Coimcil  pay  the  Hospital  7s.  6d.  a day  for 
each  of  these  patients.  The  total  cost  was  £584,  of  which  £269  was  paid  by  the 
patients  and  the  Sussex  Provident  Scheme.

THE  EDUCATION  OF  STUDENTS. 


A lectui’e  on  Infant  Welfare  Work  was  given  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Medical  Officer 
to  the  students  training  at  the  Municipal  Training  College  for  the  profession  of  teaching. 
During  the  year  each  of  the  Senior  Students  attended  one  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
on  two  occasions,  and  so  had  an  opportunity  of  becoming  familiar  with  the  actual  work 
done. 

The  Senior  Health  Visitor  gave  a lecture  and  demonstration  at  the  Brighton 
Teclmical  College. 

CRECHES. 

The  two  creches  are  situated  in  Bristol  Road  and  Wellington  Road.  At  Wellington 
Road  creche  the  average  number  of  children  in  daily  attendance  was  25,  At  Bristol 
Road  the  corresponding  number  was  21.  During  the  financial  year  1926-1927  the 
Coimcil  paid  £125  towards  the  expenses  of  the  creches. 

CHURCH  ARMY  MATERNITY  HOME,  FINSBURY  ROAD. 


Into  the  above  Home  2 7 expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  admitted  during  the 
12  months  ended  31st  December,  1926.  The  number  of  confinements  was  24;  the 
average  stay  prior  to  confinement  was  94  weeks  ; after  confinement,  19  weeks.  The 
cases  are  usually  of  persons  who  do  not  belong  to  Brighton.

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  ; three  of  these  were  very  mild.  All  were  nursed  at 
home  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses,  who  paid  455  visits  (35  visits  per  case).  Four  cases  were 
subsequently  admitted  to  the  Brighton  Sanatorium-  One  child  admitted  in  a hope- 
less condition  on  the  10th  day  of  disease  lost  the  sight  of  both  eyes,  and  another 
admitted  on  the  12th  day  the  sight  of  one  eye.  One  case  died  of  congenital  syphilis 
while  the  eyes  were  still  under  treatment.  The  other  cases  recovered. 

Gonococci  were  found  in  two  cases  only,  but  all  were  under  treatment  when 
the  smears  were  taken. 

-Almost  all  the  midwives  practising  in  Brighton,  including  those  working  from 
the  Sussex  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital,  have  continued  the  practice  of  the 
routine  instillation  of  drops  of  Argyrol  (ten  per  cent,  strength)  into  the  eyes  of 
infants  at  birth,  in  addition  to  the  other  routine  precautions  against  Ophthalmia 
Neonedorum.

The  above  return  of  work  done  in  the  Pathological  Laboratory  is  set 
out  in  the  form  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  specimens 
examined  are  set  out  as  coming  from  either  (1)  the  Treatment  Centre  ; or 
(2)  General  Practitioners.  The  second  heading  is  apt  to  mislead  if  it  is 
taken  as  any  guide  to  the  use  being  made  by  the  practitioner  in  his  own 
private  practice  of  the  facilities  provided  under  the  scheme.  It  is 
disappointing  to  have  to  report  that  in  Brighton  only  an  occasional  specimen 
comes  from  the  private  patient  of  the  general  practitioner.

The  above  figures  shew  that  whilst  nearly  200  specimens  are  examined 
each  month,  only  one  or  two,  ’8  per  cent.,  of  the  whole,  are  taken  by  the 
general  practitioner. 

That  the  general  practitioner  does  not  see  or  does  not  treat  syphilis 
to  any  extent  is  strongly  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  no  doses  of 
Salvarsan  substitute  for  administration  in  private  practice  were  applied 
for.  Two  V.D.  consultant  specialists  were  supplied  with  10  doses  of 
N.A.B.,40  of  Silber  Salvarsan,  96  of  Neo  Salvarsan,  and  10  of  Sulpharsenol.

REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

As  a routine  this  is  carried  out  once  weekly.  At  the  request  of  the 
Health  Committee  a twice-weekly  removal  was  arranged  from  June  to 
October,  inclusive,  from  the  poorer  quarters  of  the  town,  also  from  flats  and 
boarding  establishments.  Special  arrangements  are  made  for  the  removal 
of  refuse  from  hotels. 


FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  milk-sellers’  register  on  January  1st,  1926 
was  123  (of  whom  24  sold  bottled  milk  only).  During  the  year,  29  persons 
applied  for  and  were  granted  registration  (of  this  number  13  were  business 
transfers). 

Twenty  ceased  business  during  the  year  (one  to  avoid  prosecution). 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  persons  registered  was  132,  and  the 
number  of  places  from  which  milk  was  sold,  or  deposited  prior  to  sale,  was 
157. 

ACTION  TAKEN  AS  TO  TUBERCULOUS  MILK  AND 

TUBERCULOUS  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  105  samples  of  milk  (primary)  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and  in  thirteen  samples  (12-4  per  cent.)  tubercle 
bacilli  were  found. 

In  consequence  of  visits  paid  by  the  County  Authorities  to  the  farms 
from  which  the  infected  milk  came,  and  clinical  examination  of  the  herds 
concerned,  58  further  samples  of  milk  (secondary)  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  examination.  Nine  cows  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis, 
and  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  In  as  many  as  5 in- 
stances no  infected  cow  was  found,  probably  due  to  drying  off,  removal  or 
slaughter  before  the  farms  were  visited. 

M^here  the  examination  of  carcases  of  calves  or  pigs  slaughtered  at  the 
Abattoir  has  shown  the  animal  to  have  suffered  from  tuberculosis,  and 
indicated  a possible  milk  infection,  information  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  from  which  the  affected  animals 
were  received,  and  as  a result  one  or  two  tuberculous  cows  have  been  eli- 
minated from  herds. 

NUMBER  OE  LICENCES  GRANTED  UNDER  THE  MILK  (SPECIAL 

DESIGNATION)  ORDER,  1923. 

Under  the  above  order  there  were  twenty-seven  dairies  licensed  to  sell 
“ certified  ” milk,  thirteen  licensed  to  sell  “ Grade  A (Tuberculin  Tested)  ” 
milk,  and  seven  licensed  to  sell  “ Grade  A ” milk.

In  addition  one  sample  of  ordinary  milk  was  submitted  to  examination 
for  dirt,  and  found  to  contain  1*5  parts  per  100,000.  The  dirt  appeared  to 
consist  mostly  of  oxide  of  iron,  but  no  dung  or  vegetable  matter  could  be 
detected. 


Proceedings. 

A vendor  of  milk  who  was  also  a general  shopkeeper  was  removed  from 
the  register  for  selling  milk  not  up  to  the  standard. 

Three  summons  were  issued  for  the  sale  of  adulterated  milk.  One 
vendor  wns  fined  £2  and  one-and-a-haK  guineas  costs.  One  summons  was 
dismissed  and  one  summons  was  withdrawn. 

A summons  was  issued  for  the  sale  of  adulterated  separated  milk  and  for 
not  having  the  milk  pram  properly  inscribed  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  vendor.  The  vendor  was  fined  £5  and  5s.  costs  for  the  adulteration,  and 
£1  for  not  having  the  pram  properly  inscribed. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (CONDENSED  MILK)  REGULATIONS,  1923. 

Four  samples  of  fidl-cream  condensed  milk,  and  two  samples  of  machine- 
skimmed  condensed  milk  were  submitted  to  the  analyst,  and  proved  to  be 
genuine. 

No  infringement  of  the  labelling  of  tins  under  the  above  regulations- 
was  noted. 
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MARGARINE  ACT,  1887. 

Ten  samples  of  Margarine  were  submitted  to  analysis  ; nine  fwere 
certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine,  the  other  showed  |16-62% 
water.  The  vendor  was  warned. 

Nine  of  the  samples  contained  boric  preservative  in  quantities  ranging 
from  *34%  to  *05%,  the  average  amount  being  -21%. 

Two  instances  v/ere  noted  where  the  Margarine  was  not  correctly  labelled 
to  comply  with  the  Act,  and  in  these  cases  the  vendors  were  warned. 

DRUGS. 

Twenty  samples  of  drugs  were  purchased  ; nineteen  were  reported 
genuine.

In  one  case  the  official 
sample  was  correctly  labelled  and  apparently  a genuine  mistake  was  made 
by  the  vendor  in  the  original  sale.  No  further  breach  of  the  Regulations 
by  this  vendor  has  been  observed.  In  the  other  case,  the  official  sample 
contained  -1%  boric  preservative,  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  ; 
the  vendor  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  tw^enty  shillings.

GENERAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  EXTENT  AND  SCOPE  OF 
MEDICAL  INSPECTION  DURING  1926. 


Population. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  population  of  Brighton  for  birth- 
rate calculations  for  1926  to  be  139,500,  the  area  of  the  District  to  be  2,639 
acres. 

Number  of  Schools. 

There  are  16 1 “ Provided  ” Schools,  including  one  for  Mentally  Deficient 
Cliildren,  and  15  “ Non-Provided  ” Schools*  under  the  Local  Education 
Authority,  comprising  73  departments.  There  is  also  one  endowed  school — 
St.  Nicholas — in  which  medical  inspection  is  regularly  carried  out. 

School  Accommodation  and  Attendance. 

The  total  accommodation  is  19,488  ; the  number  of  children  on  the  school 
registers  for  1926  was  15,975,  and  the  average  attendance  was  14,619. 

School  Medical  Staff. 

The  Medical  Staff  consists  of  the ‘Medical  Officer  of  Health  acting  as 
School  Medical  Officer,  three  full-time  Medical  Assistants,  one  of  whom  is  a 
woman,  two  full-time  Dentists,  four  School  Nurses,  four  Clerks,  one  of  the 
clerks  being  attached  to  the  Dental  Department.  There  was  no  change  in 
the  staff  during  the  year.  ^ 

In  addition,  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  attached  to  the  Royal  National 
Orthopaedic  Hospital,  London,  visits  at  intervals  of  a month,  and  there  is 
also  a full-time  Orthopaedic  Nurse — appointed  in  November.  Further 
particulars  will  be  given  under  the  Orthopaedic  Scheme,  described  in  another 
part  of  the  Report. 

Co-ordination  of  Medical  Services. 

This  was  described  fully  in  last  year’s  Report,  and  it  is  only  necessary 
to  state  here  that  the  same  close  co-operation  was  maintained  during  the 
year  covered  by  this  Report. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported  during  the  year  the  following 
defects  discovered  in  children  during  their  stay  in  the  Fever  Hospital  or 
Sanatorium  : —

Routine  Medical  Inspjection. 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  in  all  the  schools  as  in 
previous  years,  each  school  being  visited  twice  in  the  year  for  this  purpose. 

The  three  Code  Groups  : Entrants,  Intermediates  and  Leavers,  were 
uedically  inspected  in  all  the  schools.  Also  children  found  defective  at 
previous  inspections,  children  in  employment  and  phthisis  contacts  were 

f Circus  Street  ” and  “ Richmond  Street  ” Schools  now  amalgamated  as  “ Sussex 
Street.” 

'‘Christ  Church  and  St  Stephen’s  are  classed  as  two  schools. 
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examined,  the  condition  of  the  last  group  being  reported  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer.  Specials,  i.e.,  children  not  included  in  the  Code  Groups,  but  shown 
at  the  request  of  the  parent  or  head  teacher,  were  also  inspected.  In  this 
way  the  majority  of  defective  children,  apart  from  the  Code  Groups,  were 
examined  and  kept  under  observation. 

In  the  Code  Groups,  5,134  children  were  inspected,  as  shown  in  the 
tables  below,  which  give  the  number  of  children  in  the  different  age  groups.

Attendance  of  Parents. 

At  thc!  m(‘di(!al  inspections,  2,513  parents  attended  out  of  5,134  who 
w(T(‘  irivibnl — a })crc(uitag(‘  of  4S-9.  (Boys  31*1  ; Girls  44-5  ; Infants  70*3.) 
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The  percentage  of  actual  refusals  of  parents  to  submit  their  children  to 
medical  inspection  was  4-2  per  cent.,  represented  by  219  children.  The 
number  of  children  absent  on  the  day  of  inspection  was  757.  The  percentage 
of  Code  Group  children  actually  examined  in  1926  was  84. 

School  Clinic. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treating  and  examination  of  school  children 
have  been  described  fully  in  previous  reports,  and  no  change  in  these  arrange- 
ments has  to  be  recorded. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  for  all  conditions  was  28,632,  of 
which  number  24,498  were  attendances  for  treatment,  these  attendances 
being  made  by  10,704  children.

Inspection  Clinic. 

The  Inspection  Clinic  is  important,  as  much  of  the  work  here  is  in 
connection  with  children  who  have  been  absent  from  school,  and  the  question 
of  their  fitness  or  unfitness  has  to  be  determined.  The  number  of  children 
referred  to  this  clinic  shows  a marked  increase  this  year.  Many  of  the  cases 
are  referred  from  the  Attendance  Sub -Committee,  the  Head  Teachers  and 
the  School  Attendance  Officers.  In  addition,  many  parents  bring  their 
children  for  advice,  some  of  these  on  the  suggestion  of  the  family  doctor. 

During  the  year,  2,002  children  were  seen,  making  2,932  attendances. 
For  the  previous  year,  1,708  children  were  seen,  and  made  2,296  attendances.

No  change  has  been  made  in  our  procedure,  which  has  been  described 
in  previous  reports. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

At  the  School  Clinic  in  59,  Grand  Parade,  facilities  are  provided  for 
the  treatment  of  the  following  conditions  : — Minor  ear  diseases,  including 
zinc  ionisation  treatment  for  discharging  ears  ; minor  eye  diseases,  also  the 
testing  of  vision,  retinoscopy,  and  the  providing  of  spectacles  ; skin  diseases. 
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including  X-ray  treatment  lor  ringworm  ; verminous  conditions,  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  an  Orthopaedic  Department  was  opened — ■ 
reference  to  which  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  this  Report, 

Enlarged  Tojisils  and  Adenoids. 

The  operative  treatment  tor  this  condition,  as  in  previous  years,  was 
carried  out  in  a detached  building  at  the  Borough  Sanatorium.  The  opera- 
tion is  performed  by  the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  the  anaesthetic  being 
administered  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  of  the  Sanatorium,  who  also 
ba.s  the  duty  of  after-treatment,  and  discharges  them  the  following  day,  if, 
in  his  opinion,  they  are  fit  to  go  home.  If  not  fit,  they  are  detained.  Two 
of  the  School  Nurses  are  in  attendance,  one  in  the  operating  room  to  assist 
at  the  operation,  and  one  in  the  ward  to  attend  to  the  patients  after  treat- 
ment. 

The  arrangements  worked  smoothly,  and  a further  year’s  experience  of 
detaining  patients  in  the  Sanatorium  overnight  has  only  confirmed  our 
opinion  that  this  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  patients.  The  rest  in  the  Sana- 
torium tends  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  haemorrhage,  the  patients  are 
under  skilled  attendants,  and  recovery  is  hastened. 

The  number  of  children  treated  was  301 — the  number  for  the  previous 
year  being  279.  The  total  number  of  children  who  have  been  treated  through 
the  agency  of  the  School  Clinic  is  now  3,365. 

As  in  previous  years,  cases  operated  on  are  seen  8 days  after  the  operation 
to  determine  fitness  for  school,  and  also  they  are  seen  a year  after  operation 
to  note  what  has  been  the  result  of  the  operation.  It  is  encouraging  to 
hear  from  most  of  those  parents  who  come  to  the  ‘‘  year  after  ” inspection 
that  they  have  noted  marked  improvement  in  health  following  the  operation 
— “ a different  child  altogether,”  or  “it  has  been  the  making  of  him  ” being 
common  expressions. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results,  compiled  from  notes  taken  at 
“ the  year  after  operation  inspection  ” in  200  children  who  attended  in  1926 
out  of  277  who  had  had  the  operation  performed  in  1925  : —

Other  Conditions  affecting  the  Nose  and  Ear. 

In  virtue  of  the  agreement  with  the  Board  of  the  Throat  and  Ear 
Hospital,  children  found  by  the  School  Medical  Staff  to  be  suffering  from 
diseases  or  defects  of  the  throat  or  ear  not  treated  at  the  School  Clinic,  or  for 
ear  conditions  which  become  acute,  are  referred  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment. 
The  charges  made  by  the  Hospital  are  : — For  operation,  28s.  ; anaesthetist’s 
fee,  5s.  ; first  day  in  hospital,  5s.  ; subsequent  days,  2s.  6d.  ; attendance 
at  out-patient  department,  2s. 

During  the  year  three  children  were  treated  at  the  hospital,  at  a total 
cost  of  £16  6s.  6d.  The  nature  of  the  cases  was  : — One  acute  mastoid,  one 
dislocated  septum,  one  deflected  septal  cartilage  (traumatic). 

Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  the  Refraction  Clinics 
was  384,  making  755  attendances.  Of  these,  368  had  spectacles  prescribed, 
and  15  were  found  not  to  require  spectacles.  Of  those  who  had  spectacles 
prescribed,  356  obtained  them  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition,  in  certain  cases,  the  parent  is  advised  to  bring  the  child 
to  have  the  vision  retested.  In  this  way,  during  the  year,  379  children  had 
401  retests  ; 419  had  repairs  and  adjustment  of  spectacles.

Ear  Disease. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  devotes  one  afternoon  per  week  to  aural 
examination  and  aural  treatment,  and  each  new  case  is  seen  by  him.  The 
majority  are  treated  by  cleansing,  douching  and  drying  the  ears  ; certain 
cases  are  treated  by  the  “ dry  ” method,  whilst  others  are  treated  by  zinc 
ionisation.

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During  the  year  488  children  suffering  from  discharging  ears  attended 
for  treatment,  making  5,895  attendances,  and  of  these  197  were  discharged 
as  cured.  These  figures  show  a marked  improvement  on  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1925,  when  580  children  were  attending  during  the  year,  and  made 
10,138  attendances.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  attendances  is  due,  in 
part,  to  the  results  of  dry  treatment  and  ionisation.

7jinc  Ionisation  for  Chronic  Discharging  Ears. 

This  form  of  treatment  for  chronic  discharging  ears  was  carried  out 
in  certain  cases,  with  very  marked  results.  The  number  of  children  treated 
was  36,  and  of  these  32  were  discharged  as  cured,  ^.e.,  88-8  per  cent.  The 
average  number  of  attendances  required  after  ionisation  is  3,  at  intervals  of  a 
week.

E-Ray  Treaiment  for  Ringworm  of  the  Ecal/p 


During  the  year  28  children  were  treated  by  this  method.  This  number 
included  6 children  from  Warren  Farm  Schools,  who  were  treated  at  the 
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School  Clinic — special  arrangements  being  made  between  the  Education 
Authority  and  the  Board  of  Guardians  whereby  the  children  were  treated 
at  a fee  of  £1  Is.  per  case. 


Supervision  of  Ringworm  Cases  and  Contacts  has  been  continued  with  the 
following  results  : — 

Of  129  contacts  in  the  house,  14  were  found  to  have  ringworm  of  the 
scalp.  As  might  be  expected,  the  probabilities  of  acquiring  the  disease 
are  less  when  the  child,  although  living  in  the  same  house,  does  not  belong 
to  the  same  family.  As  in  previous  years  the  table  shows  that  the  younger 
the  child  is  the  greater  is  the  risk  of  infection.

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

For  some  considerable  time  the  treatment  and  care  of  school  children 
suffering  from  disabilities  and  crippling  due  to  infantile  paralysis,  etc., 
has  been  a matter  of  concern.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were  treated  at 
the  local  hospitals,  but  from  their  nature,  treatment  is  a prolonged  process, 
as  even  in  cases  where  operative  measures  have  been  taken,  the  after- 
treatment  must  be  carried  out,  in  some  for  many  months. 

It  was  a common  experience  to  find  that  many  children  who  had  been 
so  treated,  after  attending  the  various  out-patieiit  departments  for  massage, 
etc.,  for  a time,  ceased  attending,  many  reasons  being  given,  for  instance, 
that  the  parent  could  not  find  time  to  take  them,  or  lived  too  far  away  from 
the  hospital.  This,  of  course,  was  unfortunate,  as  it  meant  that  full  benefit 
was  not  obtained. 

In  cases  where  surgical  boots  were  ordered,  and  where  the  economic 
circumstances  of  the  parents  were  such  that  they  would  not  afford  to  pay  for 
them,  the  Committee,  after  satisfying  themselves  as  to  the  inability  of  the 


parent  to  pay  the  full  cost,  provided  the  surgical  boots  or  instrument,  and 
recovered  such  sum  from  the  parent  as  they  considered  reasonable. 

A list  of  children  suffering  from  deformity  or  crippling  and  in  attendance 
or  on  the  register  of  the  schools,  was  obtained  from  each  head  teacher,  and 
these  children  were  seen  in  school  by  the  school  doctors  and  their  condition 
noted.  The  total  number  was  108  ; in  addition,  there  were  several  children 
in  the  Borough  Sanatorium  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis. 

The  question  of  providing  orthopaedic  treatment  was  brought  before 
the  Committee,  and  it  was  agreed  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  add  this 
form  of  treatment  to  those  already  undertaken..  Accordingly,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Health  Committee,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Royal 
National  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Put  shortly,  the  agreement  sets  out  : — 

( 1 ) That  this  Hospital  reserves  five  beds  at  its  Stanmore  branch  for  the 

medical  treatment  and  education — according  to  the  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Education — of  patients  suffering  from  non-pul- 
monary  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  likely  to  cause  crippling 
or  deformity. 

(2)  That  the  Brighton  Corporation  are  responsible  for  beds  occupied 

at  the  rate  of  £2  per  week. 

(3)  That  the  Hospital  Authorities  appoint  {a)  a qualified  consulting 

orthopaedic  surgeon  to  be  in  charge  of  the  scheme  ; {b)  to  appoint 
a qualified  visiting  orthopaedic  surgeon  to  pay  monthly  visits  to 
the  Clinic  and  Borough  Sanatorium,  and 

(4)  Recommend  a qualified  orthopaedic  nurse  for  whole-time  employ- 
ment. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  New  Clinic  certain  alterations  were 
made  in  the  basement  at  the  School  Clinic  and  orthopaedic  apparatus  was  I 
installed,  consisting  of  a high  plinth,  a low  plinth,  wail  bars,  massage  stools,  | 
correction  belts,  and  an  electrical  table.  ' 

The  orthopaedic  surgeon  paid  his  first  visit  in  November,  and  the  work  i 
is  progressing  smoothly.  Parents  received  a letter  informing  them  of  this  j 
visit  and  inviting  them  to  attend  for  consultation  and  advice,  also  pointing  i 
out  that  if  their  children  were  already  under  treatment,  and  if  they  wanted  | 
to  see  the  orthopaedic  surgeon,  they  should  first  consult  their  present  medical  i 
attendants.  I 

At  each  visit  of  the  orthopaedic  surgeon,  crippled  children  attending 
the  schools,  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis,  and  crippled 
children  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  brought  forward.  Indeed, 
from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  one  infant — 4 weeks  old — suffering  from 
birth-palsy  and  one — 5 weeks  old— suffering  from  double  club  feet,  have 
already  been  seen. 

In  the  short  period  of  work  in  I92b,  36  cases  have  been  seen  by  the 
Qi^thopaedic  Surgeon.  Of  these,  two  have  been  admitted  to  the  Hospital  at 
Stanmore  (the  country  branch  of  the  Royal  National  Orthopaedic  Hospital). 
The  number  of  treatmcjits  given  by  the  orthopaedic  nurse,  who  began  work 
on  N()veml)(;r  24th,  is  75— consisting  of  massage  and  exercises.

insfX'-cticuiK  in  tfu;  schbols,  uiacb;  50,500  examinations,  and  of  that  number 
1,029  were  in  such  a state  as  to  warrant  exclusion  from  school  ; the  parents 
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of  the  other  children  found  unsatisfactory  had  notices  sent  to  them  and 
directions  given  as  to  the  method  of  putting  their  children  right. 

The  1,029  excluded  children  attended  the  Clinic  and  made  2,811  atten- 
dances. These  children  are  only  re-admitted  to  school  when  a certificate 
is  given  stating  that  they  are  fit.  Full  directions  and  advice  are  given 
as  to  the  most  expeditious  methods  of  making  the  child  fit  for  school. 

Prosecutions. 

In  those  cases  where  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  get  the  child  clean, 
or  where  the  child  is  not  clean  within  a certain  time  limit,  prosecution  under 
the  Attendance  Bye-Laws  is  ordered  by  the  Attendance  Sub -Committee. 

During  1926,  34  parents  were  prosecuted,  and  in  28  instances  fines 
of  from  2s.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.  were  imposed. 

Education  of  Mentally  Defective  Children. 

The  ‘‘  Special  ” School  for  the  education  of  mentally  defective  children 
is  situated  in  Hollingdean  Road,  and  has  a certified  accommodation  for 
70  pupils.  The  staff  consists  of  the  head  mistress  and  two  assistants. 

The  children  are  medically  inspected  annually  by  the  Senior  Medical 
Officer,  and  they  are  also  examined  each  year  as  to  their  mental  condition, 
and  notes  are  entered  in  their  record  books.  Periodic  visits  are  also  made 
during  the  year.  Under  the  careful  and  painstaking  efforts  of  the  Head 
Teacher  and  her  staff  most  of  the  children  show  some  progress.  The 
teaching  of  the  mentally  defective  calls  for  much  patience,  as  progress  is 
slow  ; it  also  demands  much  tact  and  forbearance  as  some  of  the  parents 
are  at  times  ‘‘  difficult.”  We  desire  to  record  our  appreciation  of  the  work 
done . 

Handiwork  in  its  various  forms  plays  an  important  part  in  the  curri- 
culum ; the  girls  are  also  taught  housewifery.  The  ground  adjoining  the 
school  on  the  west^n  side  has  been  levelled,  and  is  now  used  as  a school 
garden  by  the  children  in  attendance.

During  the  year  the  School  Nurses  made  724  visits  to  school  depart- 
ments, and  829  home  visits  for  treatment,  &c. 

Two  nurses  are  in  attendance  at  the  Clinic  in  the  afternoons  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  ailments. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  arrangements  made  last  year  for  the  feeding  of  children  reported 
by  the  Head  Teachers  as  being  in  need  of  nourishment,  and  whose  nutrition, 
after  examination  by  the  medical  staff,  was  found  to  be  poor,  proved  satis- 
factory, and  the  same  arrangements  were  put  in  force  during  1926. 

The  meals  are  served  at  the  Canteen  in  8outhover  Street.  For  those 
children  who  live  too  far  away  from  the  Canteen,  milk  is  supplied  during 
the  morning  session.

Employment  of  Children. 

A short  description  of  the  Bye-Laws  for  the  employment  of  school  children,  and 
the  hours  of  such  employment  was  given  in  last  year’s  Report. 

We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  any  irregu  - 
larities  in  the  employment  of  children,  discovered  by  the  medical  staff,  are  dealt  with 
by  the  Committee’s  Employment  Inspector. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Secretary  to  the  Committee  for  the  following  information 
taken  from  his  report  to  the  Committee  : — 

The  number  of  children  eniployed  during  1926  was  737,  of  whom  663  were  boya 
and  74  girls. 

“ Cases  which  showed  an  apparent  contravention  of  the  bye-laws  were  inquired  into, 
but  there  was  no  case  serious  enough  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee. 
Employers  continue  to  give  readily  the  half-yearly  notification  of  employed  children, 
and  also  to  notify  the  employment  of  a child. 

“ In  regard  to  the  number  of  employers  using  child  labour,  there  has  been  an 
increase  from  239  in  1925  to  287  in  1926.  In  1924  there  were  300.” 

“ Employment  before  morning  school  and  on  Sunday.

Street  Trading. 

“ During  the  year,  4 licenses  for  boys  to  engage  in  street  trading  were  granted  by 
the  Committee  as  follows  : — 

Newspaper  selling — 3 Fruit  selling — 1 

One  license  to  engage  in  selling  newspapers  was  granted  to  a boy  at  the  “ Special  ” 
School.  He  has  been  visited  several  times  and  seems  to  be  doing  very  well.  The 
employment  does  not  appear  to  affect  his  attendance  at  -the  “ Special  ” School  which 
he  is  dne  to  leave  at  the  end  of  March,  when  he  will  have  attained  the  age  of  16  years.” 


Children  Employed  under  Board  of  Education  Entertainments  Rules,  1920. 

“ Licenses  may  be  granted  for  children  between  the  ages  of  12  and  14  to  take  part 
in  entertainments.  During  the  year  17  licenses  were  issued  and  all  these  were  in  connec- 
tion with  the  pantomimes  and  Christmas  festivities.  The  Board  of  Education  Hules 
allow  licenses  to  be  granted  to  expire  at  10  p.rn.,  but  where  the  Local  Education  Authority 
are  satisfied  that  the  retention  of  the  child  up  to  a later  hour  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  performance,  the  time  for  leaving  the  theatre  may  be  extended  to  not  later  than 
11  o’clock.  Last  year,  the  Committee  granted  licenses  to  expire  at  10.30  p.m.  for 
children  to  perform  in  pantomimes,  but  from  reports  submitted  by  Head  Teachers,  and 
the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  it  was  deemed  advisable  this  year  to  grant  licenses  to  expire 
not  later  than  10  p.m.,  and  thus  conform  to  the  wishes  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

Of  the  17  licenses  granted  this  year,  it  is  significant  to  note  that  no  less  than  11  were 
in  respect  of  children  to  take  part  in  pantomimes  in  other  towns.  Of  the  remainder,  3 
were  for  children  to  take  part  in  Brighton  pantomimes,  and  3 for  children  to  take  part 
n dancing  displays  at  a local  dance  hall. 

18  children  visited  Brighton  during  the  year  to  perform  in  the  local  theatres,  11 
being  licensed  by  the  London  County  Council,  6 by  Hove  and  1 by  West  Sussex.  To 
ascertain  that  the  many  conditions  attaching  to  these  licenses  were  duly  observed, 
visits  were  made  to  the  various  theatres  to  inspect  the  dressing  rooms,  and  to  the  apart- 
ments in  which  the  children  resided  during  their  stay  here  to  see  that  proper  provision 
had  been  made  to  secure  their  health  and  kind  treatment. 

Reports  on  the  arrangements  made  for  all  those  children  were  quite  satisfactory, 
except  that,  in  one  instance,  M^iore  it  was  found  that  the  child  was  taking  part  in  the 
entertainment  long  after  the  time  she  should  have  left  the  theatre.  In  this  case  the 
license  was  withdrawn  with  the  concurrence  of  the  licensing  authority,” 


J uvenile  Employment. 

In  all  1676  Juvenile  Employment  Cards  were  sent  to  the  School  Clinic  for  t he 
medical  report  to  be  filled  in,  and  of  these  43  (21  boys  and  22  girls)  had  special  reports 
written  regarding  suitable  occupation.

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DIPHTHERIA. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-eight  children  contacts  with  diphtheria  in  their 
own  homes  were  swabbed  before  their  return  to  school  ; of  these,  24  or  9*7 
per  cent,  gave  positive  results  ; 110  recovered  diphtheria  patients  were 

similarly  swabbed  immediately  before  the  date  fixed  for  their  return  to 
school  and  6 or  5*8  per  cent,  gave  positive  results. 

DENTAL  DEPARTiVSENT. 

The  School  Dental  Staff  remains  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  and 
consists  of  two  whole- time  dental  surgeons  and  a dental  clerk. 

During  the  j^ear,  by  means  of  special  pamphlets,  an  endeavour  has  been 
made  to  arouse  the  interests  of  the  parents  in  the  dental  welfare  of  their 
children,  and  this  has  had  good  results.  In  addition,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  exhibition  of  the  film  “ Tommy  Tucker’s  Tooth,”  supplied  by 
the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  film  was  shown  in  a number 
of  schools  and  the  neighbouring  children  invited,  and  short  addresses  were 
given  by  the  Senior  School  Dentist  on  dental  conditions.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  film  made  a great  impression  on  the  children. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  children  examined  was  8637,  an 
increase  of  572  on  the  previous  year  ; 4,588  were  found  to  require  treatment, 
and  3,455  were  actually  treated,  an  increase  of  525  on  last  year.  The 
number  of  children  re-treated  was  1,714,  compared  with  1,698  for  1925. 

Special  attention  at  the  dental  inspections  v/as  again  paid  to  children 
about  to  leave  school  as  to  the  state  of  their  mouths.  It  was  found  that 
373  of  these  leaving  children  had  perfectly  healthy  mouths,  as  a result  of 
periodic  inspection,  advice  and  treatment.  (The  number  for  the  previous 
year  was  245.)  This  number  of  373  includes  195  children  who  have  had  one 
or  more  septic  permanent  teeth  extracted  ; the  remaining  178  children  had 
the  full  complement  of  permanent  teeth  in  perfect  condition.

OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

There  are  no  day  open-air  schools  or  residential  open-air  schools  under 
the  Local  Authority.  Playground  classes  are  held  by  many  of  the  school 
departments  when  weather  permits . 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  report  on  Physical  Training  for  the 
vear  ended  31st  December,  1926  : — 

Organised  Games  in  the  Playground . — Plaj^gronnd  games  and  general  activity 
exercises  show  steady  improvement,  but  some  time  must  elapse  and,  in  a good  many 
classes,  a little  more  energy  must  be  expended  Ijefore  tliis  part  of  physical  training  can 
be  considered  satisfactory. 
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A graded  list  of  playground  games  and  general  activity  exercises  is  being  prepared, 
and  will  be  issued  to  all  senior  departments  early  in  the  new  year.  The  grading  of 
playground  games  has  long  been  advocated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  list  will  be  of  some 
little  help  to  the  teachers  when  arranging  this  important  part  of  their  lessons.  A good 
many  playgrounds  have  been  permanently  marked  for  organised  games  and,  in  con- 
sequence, much  valuable  time  is  saved  during  the  lessons.  Team  work  is  efficiently 
taught  in  a number  of  schools,  but  here  again,  there  are  weaknesses  which  could  easily 
be  remedied  by  a closer  study  of  the  Syllabus.  This  part  of  the  physical  exercises  lesson 
wants  much  more  attention  in  most  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments. 

Teachers'  Classes. — ^A  Games  Course  for  men  teachers  was  held  on  Monday  evenings 
during  the  winter  term  at  York  Place  Secondary  School. 

Organised  Games  in  the  Parks. — Satisfactory  progress  is  still  being  made  with  the 
organised  games  in  the  parks.  In  the  majority  of  the  Boys’  Schools  the  games  are  well 
organised.  In  a good  many  of  the  Girls’  Schools  excellent  headway  is  being  made 
with  net -ball  and  stoolball  and  credit  is  due  to  those  teachers  who  have  spent  so  much 
of  their  time  in  developing  this  important  part  of  physical  education.  Attendance  at 
the  parks  is  still  unsatisfactory  in  a number  of  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments.  All  the 
playgrounds  in  the  Race  Hill  area  have  been  equipped  for  net-ball  as  no  convenient 
storage  accommodation  could  be  found  either  at  the  Race  Hill  or  Whitehawk  Bottom. 

The  games  equipment  at  the  various  parks  has  been  nearly  doubled  since  last  year. 
All  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments,  except  one,  devote  one  hour  a week  to  organised  games 
in  the  parks,  while  a considerable  number  of  schools  allow  an  extra  half-hour  for  organised 
games  in  the  playground  for  the  benefit  of  the  junior  classes  who  do  not  attend  the  parks. 

Swimming. — All  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments  include  swimming  in  the  curriculum. 
The  returns  received  from  the  schools  show  that  826  children  passed  the  ten  yards  test 
against  859  in  1925.  The  decrease  in  last  year’s  total  was  in  all  probability  due  to  the 
early  closing  of  the  baths  owing  to  shortage  of  coal. 

The  teaching  conditions  at  North  Road  Bath  were  very  difficult.  Two  groups 
attended  at  each  period  and  26  groups  had  to  be  accommodated  in  the  one  day  allotted 
to  the  schools.  More  swimming  accommodation  is  urgently  needed. 

Swiniming  Clubs. — Forty -tlu’ee  schools  organised  swimming  clubs  and  the  meetings 
had  again  to  be  limited  to  one  every  alternate  week. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  Elementary  Schools  Athletic  Association  reported  that  234 
certificates  were  awarded  to  girls  and  198  certificates  to  boys  for  swimming  50  yards 
and  100  yards  respectively. 

4,488  proficiency  tickets  giving  free  admission  to  the  baths  were  awarded  to  these 
children  by  the  Committee  at  a cost  of  £37  8s.  Od. 

Swimming  Sports. — On  account  of  the  early  closing  of  the  baths,  the  Girls’  and 
Boys’  Swimming  Sports  organised  by  the  Association  were  held  at  the  beginning  of 
October.  Both  meetings  were  highly  successful.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
these  sports  all  Boys’  and  Girls’  Schools  were  represented. 

Life  Saving  Classes. — ^Well  attended  classes  in  “life  saving”  organised  by  the 
Association  were  again  held  at  North  Road  Bath  on  Fridays  between  12  and  2 o’clock. 

Unfortunately,  the  early  closing  of  the  bath  prevented  the  usual  examination 
taking  place.  A large  number  of  boys  and  girls  were,  however,  efficiently  trained,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  many  of  these  children  will  have  the  opportunity  of  gaining  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society  next  season. 

A Life  saving  class  was  also  held  at  St.  Luke’s  Terrace  Bath  by  Finsbury  Road 
Boys’  School.  The  Head  Teaeher  reports  that  four  members  of  the  class  gained  the 
Elementary  Certificate,  and  two  boys  passed  the  examination  for  the  Bronze  Medallion 
of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society.

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Routine  medical  inspection  was  carried  out  in  the  Municipal  Secondary 
Schools,  this  being  the  seventh  year  of  medical  inspection.  As  in  previous 
years,  the  arrangements  made  worked  smoothly,  and  the  respective  Principals 
gave  much  help  and  rendered  every  facility. 

The  ins])eetion  in  the  Girls’  School  was  conducted  by  the  woman  assistant 
school  doctf)r. 

The  numbers  atbnuling  the  Secondary  School  are  : — Boys’  Department, 
.58b  ; Girls’  Devpartnumt,  419  ; and  of  these  207  Boys  and  137  Girls  were 
inspected,  /.e.,  34  12  per  cent,  of  the  Secondary  scholars  were  examined. 
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The  number  of  special  cases  was  19,  and  re -inspection  of  those  found  to  have 
a defect  at  previous  examinations  numbered  80  Boys  and  71  Girls. 

The  total  number  of  refusals  to  submit  to  inspection  was  17,  viz.,  12 
Boys  and  5 Girls,  which  gave  a percentage  of  refusals  for  boys  of  5 7 and  for 
girls  of  3 6.
